{elite ) wonder ifamong a multirude and infiaite number of good WY 
men,you ſhall find one wicked faithlefle ſervant , who turnes his on; 
backe to his Maſter, and killing him betrayes him , wonder not T— 
fay,ifamong ſomany fairhfull ones you meer with one who under 1 F 
pretence of aParriot and fairhfull ſupporter of the Countryes, 
opens a way to eaſement.

Ouriiyeetneſie( GOD hee 
bleſscd) is not mixed wichany bicteraziſe, our S2critices ar2 not 
intertu.b:d or troubled, ourlives paſle alo1g tn tranquility , and 
under the manifold blelings of Haven,uader the example and 
government of 2 Princeſie molt devout and debonayre, and hope 
aad expectation of a young Prince of Royal! race, What is there 
ao\Ww wanting to the heigut of our lappiacſſe,but the accompliſh- 
ment ofa Peace,which cannot be with-held from us,if wee make 
but ſome tryall and proofe worthy of our zealeand good will? We

caic,that the want ofconrage turne not to our reproach & ſhame, 
fince that our domeſticke encmies are diſcryed & broughtro light, 
thoſe without ſhalbe inferiour to us, Our domelticke enemies are 
fuch,who under colour and pretence. of rayſing up the publike 
liberty,labour and endeavour to deſtroy it by 1novation, :and bury 
the fame in their oyrneambieious engroiling. And who having no 
ocher Religion bur that of their ambition, and of their owne inte- 
reſt,doe nevertheleſſe make profeion of being very good, Catho- 
LickEs.

The worlſt cauſe that ever was in the world wanted not ſome 
pretenceor other. There isnothing ſo l1kKeunto an Angell of light 
as 2 Dewon or Devill, nothing doth fo counterfeyte, and appeare 
like unto the truth as falſhood & alye.You have (my Lords)ſecne 
the ridiculous pretences of Count Henry ae Bergh in thoſeLetters 
which hee hath ſent to her highneſle, to the States of the. Coun- 
trey,and the declaration which he made to ſollicite the fidelity of 
_ foldiers and men of honour. You have ſcene I ſay, his foundation 
without foundation, upon the which he grounds his perverſe in- 
tentions. Butthediſlike and diltaſt which you have taken againſt 
his proceedings hath beene ſuch , and your loyalty and fidelity ſo 
commendable,that evey.to convince hisfelony,you haye (with an 
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@xtraordinary affetion,& love tothe goed of the Conftrey) eon- 
tributed unto the Prince farre greater ayde and helpe than former- 
ly you had doac, Moreover it is neceffary that beſides you, the 
world be ſatisfied which oftentimes doth judge by the outward 
appearance, not knowing the truth of things, and that the ſame 
may (ce the trtith/diſcovered, leſt menb2 abuted by the cunning 
lights and pretences where withall he hides the grofleneſſe and 
bateneſe of his treaton. He begins his letter written to her higa « 
neſſe with inſupportable and boldneffe without meaſure, prefen- 
ting moſt traytour-like bread in one hand, and a flinty ſtone in the, 
other. He expoſeth his wicked deſignes with all ſubmiſſion. Never 
Iam ſure, was, thereany rcbcllion declared wich mote ſhamelet- 
neſſe and 1mpudency. After this his tayned Ceremony: and com-- 
plement, he complazneti,t nat the Souldiers Were withdrawne from his 
government, tothe end that they might make him be (ht cauſe of thery 
deftrefon. It is lawfull for a man to make his complaint but not 
perfidious-Thet which he fayes 1s nottruth,and the Letters of the 
Marquiſe. De Sanfe Croee Joc telttheas much for he required na 
men from him, bat enely bearuſe be jrdged that the enemy Would at- 
terrpt nothing ontvat ſide,/leaving all to Tis ewne choiſe and defirire 
nim.!o ſee the Bridge Well guarded and provided b2tcre Venla,to ſt/- 
fer tic troupes to paſſe over ſafely which fhonl!b: [emnto relieve the 
ſame, And put thecaſe,that which he axtirmerh were true; if hee 
had beene well minded,and his intention good, he ought to hive 
detended her government to the laſt man, and have kept iumſcife 
in the City of Gelder which 1sa ſtrong plzce, (-as'he had promifcd 
 byTetters to her highneiſe,and allowing that- Yenlo wwagable to be: 
hclJ)& therein have imitated the generolity of his Brother Count 
Frederick, who in the yeare 1597. defended himſelte within the: 
City Lyxgea, even to the extreamiry, with onely three Companics 
of foote and one of Horſe. But this, two dayes before/the enzmie 
d:d cone before Yeul-,called the Mag:iltrates and told them, thr 
the city would {oon be.beſicged,& to take away the courage from 
the Cittzens demonſtrated unto them the ſmall appearance an4 
hope he had of defending the ſame, Wherefore hee excuſed nm? 
ſelte from proteting of them,nay and beſides this being Govtrs 
our of that Province,laid he had other places to guard &looke to, 
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neverthelce he preſently made haſt unto the City Gelder, frog, © 
whence he departcd preſently accompanied onely with one er. ! 
vair,or Companion, & betooke himtclfe to Lreg-, there to put in 
execution the perfidiouſnefſe whichthe had ploddedalong tune. 

As 'or his ſervice of forty yeares,which he mentions : Tis true, in * 
the beginning they were conſiderable, and of ſome worth when 
his brother ( whoſe death hedorh alleadge ) did animate him by 
their good artd valerous examples; Bur ever fince, from the yeare 
1606 that-hedefended the City Gro with expectation of reliefe 
by the Marquite Spime/s who came time enough to reſcue him, his 
(crvices have not beene ſo remarkeable nor or ſuch moment, and 
moreover they have beene recompenced an hundred fold with 
dignities and titles,gifts,and honourable charges , andexcelliye 
{umines of Money. 

As for the il government of the Countryes , and the progreſsc of 
our er:einies,that proceeds from nothing elſe but from the mani. 
fold irc acheries,and the to roo much confidence and truſt which 
our Princes have in his perſon, having with a ftherly and favoura- 
bleatie tion which they bare unto their ſervants, indured a long 
time his diſcontentments, and greevances,which in time by little 
and littie,and moreand moreare ſti'] degeneratedunto this aRion 
the molt bale and ignobic that -ever could bee returned with re- 

. proach unto a reaſonable Soule, manifeſted in theſe two branches, 
17g: atitude, and revolt. 

One of the firſt teſtimonies of his diſloyall andevill will which 
he cunningly concealed, was obſerved at Bergen o» Zoom in the 
yeare 1622. forthen and here having received command reiters- 
ted by her H ghnefse, to condut the Marquile Spinole with all di- 

l:zenceunto the Ariny Which ke than had on the Rhyne, hee made 
a thouſand excuſes to prolong the time, and ſtay him or keepe 
him backe unriilthe want of relicfe cauſed ns to rayſe the ſiege» 
And it wasrold the Marquiſe than, (who was in travaile with im- 
paticncy,daring this delay Jy theLicutenant of the Arcillery,Wy®- 
fare by name,thar he w outid loote lis head,ifCourt Henry deBeygh 
(whem he had knownedy long experience) did arrine,before the 

occaſion thould be let ſlip- Wa 
He though to have piayed the ſame prancke two yeares after, 
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nlikemanyer to divert the fiege of Breda,making profer of an en. 
erpriſe 0 on Reverſt exrafter ward upon the Grave,and laſtly up- 
c1 the Caſtle of Genepe. The cunning Letters whichaftcr his ſub- 
tile manner he wrote full of excuſes, have ſufficiently diſcovered 
what was his defigne. They are printed at large, in the hiſtory of 
the ſiege of Breda , compoſed and ſet forthby Father Hermanus 
ting 0. keys 
The confidence which her Highneſſe had cuer ſince in his fide- 
ity for the releeuing of Grell. In the yeare 1 627. was the cauſe 
by weeloſt that City. For being there was adifference riſcn 
crweene two Mailters of the Campe, for the vantguard, being 
if different Nations, hee inſtead that hee ſhould haue rid them out 
jfthe Field, and done as it befitted him for his Maieſties ſervice, 
teecountels the one not to yeildto the other , by that meanes in 
the meane time, to prevent them both from defeating a Convoy 
which eaſed and refreſhed the Enemie, for want of which Con- 
50; the Enemie muſt of neceſfity haue raiſed the fiege, Hee was 
pK to his excuſe, and ſo quitted becauſe his authority was 
0: great. enough for the deciding thepreeminence of Nations, 
But ler v's feet hee hathbetter þchaued himſelfe when hee had 
ecciued more authority. The Ciry named: Shorropenbo/ch, was 
telicged by. the Princeof Oranye in theyeare of our Lord 1629, 
Wee than praiſed God, becauſe the Enemie was- {allen before a 
City which was able to defend it (elfe and hold out vntill releife 
ould come-, Her Highnefleatthattime vſcd ſo much diligence , 
at ntew dayes wee had amoſt flonriſhing Army on Foote and 
Metro make a ſtrong aſſault, There was onely queltion made, 
#10 ſhould command the ſame, the Marquis $Sprnola than being 
vent, In the end this yas the reſolution that Count Heryy ae 
gk ſhould haue the. honour, andtothis end hee was ſent for by 
& Hizhneſſe.. No ſooner wag hee come to Bruxelr, but hee be- 
a to propound an hundred dijficulties one after another, and 
anc excuſes, to the end thatthe Enemie might gainc the more 
mc to fortifie themſclucs. Intheſeextremifics, and by reaſon 
teconfidence which wee had in him, and partly by reaſon of 
verertence. nothing wasdenicd him which hee demanded. 
Uy dayes patſed in theſe entermedlings , but un the end hes 
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02s to Field, and was by the way ( ſogreat haft he made ) 1577 
i118 3. of /wre tothe 2 7, and than hee found that the beſieged hid 
not ver lo1t one Tneh of ground of all their outworkes, although 
tlic caarters of the Enemie werein good reaſonzble defence. The 
2Jvice of the molt part of the Colonels was to open Trench a. 
e2inft trench, and weary out the enimſ2 in ſuch fort, that hee 
ſ-cnlld notbce ble to difquiet the belieged, and fo expe vnti! 
tho Aumumne ſhovid bee paſt, and than the waters would caul 
Lin todevart ot his owne accord, or at the leaſtwiſe bee cou- 
{trained to fortake fome quarter or other, by which mcanes 11 ee 
might hwe 1'vzay opened to bring 1n Munition, and ſoldiers and 
ncceilarice, as much as ſhould be required for the deliverance of 
the Citve Count Henry cannot approue this enterpriſe, indecd 
hee made tryall of ſome others, in thote places which were moi 
#ortilied, and contented him(clfe with this concluſion, that the 
Enernes trenches were not poſſible to bee entred. Haning ther. 
Farc intended a diverſion of: his Army hee leates the ſiege, and 
ieads to hazard the paſſage of the Tſſel, by Lucas Cayro, who ha- 
ning paſſed lappily, hee followed him, and 1oynes the Imperi- 
all Army with theirs,xyhich Army was come for our ad and re- 
iiefe. - And what doth: hee' than? hee begins ro treat with the 
Burcomailters of Cities, onely to replenith his owne Cofters, and 
Euniſh the faireſt and-compleareſt Army which had beene ſeenc 
| in along timc,ia ſtead of demanding vp thoſe places where thers 
were neither ſoldiers nor munition, and which doubtlefſe would 
haze farrendred at the very ſight of a Kock of a tree, or the ſmal- 

leſt and fimpleſt Rroake which could haue beene made at them, 
You ſhall obſerve, if you pleaſe, an excuſable pertidioutneſſe, 
\When LZuces (azo had paſſed the Tſel!. Contrary to the opinion 
or Count #enry, 2nd that the-rerrour of an explioXt ſo newly pi! 
:1 practice, and not foreſecene had aſtoniſhed all Holland. The 
Prince of Orenve hauing ?flembled:the whole Councell,and pro 
pounded vnto them whar had 'ſo lately and vnexpetedly bappe- 
ned, put into. deliberation whether the fiese ſhould bee rayſed 
vez orno. The aduiceand. opinion of all the Councell, and eac! 
of them was, that the Yelwivee being thus occupied and poſleſſes 
TMExpectegly, the Cities of Arnheym, eAmersfort » Dercbergh 
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 agenmgen, Rheren, and other neare adioyning places about the 
Yetuwer Would bee taken without any reſiſtance at all, and thar 
the gaine and profit which they ſhould make of Sherroge:boſebs 
could not countcrvaile nor recompence the lealt of all thoſe loC 
ſes, which they ſhould ſuffer elſewhere, if their enimie wereper- 
mitted to ceaze vpon the very heart of the Country, The Prince 
of Oraige did very much commend the advice of theſe Counel- 
(ors, and {aid,that verily ſome courſe muſt bee taken, it that 
which they obieted muſt needs fall out ſo, but hee could aflure 
them to the contrary, and that the event would proue otheryyile. 
Andfrom whom I pray, could he haue this knowledge and afſit» 
rance but from Count Henry De Berghywho in effect neuer made 
{o much as any ſhew of demanding vp any City. \V ho withir 
his owneview permittcd the City Desvargh toberevittualled, 
and that wasthe caule that ſome poore Hollanders were executed 
being Catholicks, becauſe they had declared and manifeſted the 
i1rell:igence which lee had receiued from them priuately. Ina 
word Sherroperb ch yas not releiued,and in effet nothing could 
be expected on his part ſince he had engaged himſe.feby promile 
to iis fifters not to reſene the ſame. 

VV hat water can waſh him cleare from the loile of Weſel, which 
yas taken from vs at the ſame tiine? ſecing that as loone as euer 
he heard of the newes, hee kept himſelie (hut vp in his Chamber 
for 24. houres together, for feare leaſt hee ſhoald Lee required 
to ſend help to recoucr the ame City; and when as Count Joke 
of Nees Las intreated him to furniſh him with meng to re- 
gaine that place, before the open breach where the Enemic ene 
tred, was made vp, hee refuſed it» The Gouernour of Den hath 
ſpoken it to Count 79bn of Naſſau with his owne mouth, that iF 
hee had come to releiue the City of Weſeh any time within fiue 
dayes after the ſame was taken hce might haue entred without a= 
ny dificulty. If Count #Zemry had beene 2n honeſt man, wee had 
firiſhed our warre that yearc, and the Catholicke Religion, (wit 
which cluake hee hides his baſcnefſe, and tte blacknefle of his 
Hrpoctilic ) had neuer ſuffered fo much as tne {ame tath done e- 

ver linces 
W hat wonders iath hee wrougnt ? whireare the oreat ex- 
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ploids of his Conqueſts ? Let this alſo moreouer bee ſpoken for 
the great ſernices wiuchhee alleageth in Generall. Hee himlelfe 
tath oſtentimes avouched, that he neuer hath recejued wound or 
turt in the Kings {eruice ( notwithſtanding that ſome Hiſtories 
2nd report would have made him belegue that hee was once hurt 
intheleg or thighyzin a skirmiſh neere vnto Ruremord in the yeare 
1598. ) which hee attributed to a Mandeglotre, or little figure 
or ſhape of a man, which hce ordina.ily carried in a ſmallbox, 
very durty and toule, which he hath ſhewed to more than one 
er{on. 

: Indeed kis {cruices are well knowne, if euer any mans were; 
keeentred very poore into the ſervice of our Princes, and now at 
this inſtant hee is (orich that he poſleſſeth millions, From a par- 
ticular Horſeman, and meaneſt of his houſe, hee was advanced to 
the greateſtofhces which any ſervant of his Maicſty could aſpire 
eFnto. Andrherefore hec hath great reaſon to ſa,, ehar the Nobi- 
lity 11 not in that efteeme 5 they ought tobee ; ſeeing that the Ho. 
nours, O:Hces, and Dignitiesare fo ill beſtowed ; and that hee z- 
lone doth poſſede that, which a dozen others better deſeruing 
than himſelfe would efteeme themſel1es happy to enioy. God 
bee thanked there are none that are vnprovided,and not one who 
nth juſt cauſe to complatne. | 

Are they not farre engaged and employed in the houſe, and ſer- 
vice of their Sougraigne ? Doe aot they hold the :noſt part of the 
Gouernments? Whodoe poiſelſe the principall Offices, and 
Eccleſiaſticall Dignitiesbut thoſe of the Low-Countryes? If the 
Spaniſh, whom Court Henry vpbraides ro bee the ſole Gonuernours baue 
ay part in the Government, and charge, it is for to expole their 
lives for our preſeruation, and procceds from the great care 
which the King hath for our protection. W hich this new refor- 
mator qualifies with the name of Domrn:tion , intending thereby 
T0 make the ſame odious. 

Thoſe of the Country in particular, and thoſe of other nations, 
who vnanimouſly live 1n ſervice here, and brotherly one with 
another, haue their partin the cheifeſt charges and ons as well 
as the Spaniards. The Marquis Spinols hath bad the Generalſbip 
dtd by Sea andLand ; and at this preſent thg Generalſbip both 
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of the Cavallery and Artiilerye, are not poſſeſſed by the $z:nift;, 
Wee haneſeene thoſe of theſe Countryes reciprocally in the 
Councels of Spaine, and the managing of the muſt important 
matters : And wee hane ſuch (till at this preſent, Oar diſconten- 
tcd Connt Henyycontradiats himſelte, hee doth not remember 
that in his lctter full of ſedition which hee wrote vato the States 
of theſeCountryes, hee Contelleth that hee was called vpon by the 
Kmg, to bee imploycd 1n great atfaires. | 

The Nobility thanis not in ſoſ{inall eſteemeas hee would make 
the world belceue, and his complaints are altogether without 
ground and foundation full of contradictions, ſeeing that he him- 
{elfe hith beene honoured with the command of being Generall 
of the Army, when the Span ſh,and other Nations haue beene ex. 
chiged therefrom. It is hee himielfe that hath loſt ſome of the, 
Nobility, The Prince of Ch:mey, and the Baron De Belvorre., 
who hauebecne diſpleaſed at their yery death,ſeeing the King be- 
trayed by his Moenopolies, will one day acoule and reproach him 
pefore the rhrone of Gud, of the loſle of twentie thoutand goud 
men, which hee cauſed to languiſh in Miſery, to the end hee 
might vic the Kings Enemizs gently, who di contribute great 
tummes of money to {atilte his Averice, The Father Hermanrus 
Heazo, d1d inthe Army reproach himat the very point of death, 
and could not ſurvive the publick Calamity. 

Count Frederick his Brother ſhall accaſe him in like manner & 
tay as mich to his charge, for being ſo ſlack and remiſce, and lor -. 
fing all occaſion of relecuing the moſt Catholick City of Sherre- 
perboſeby which that Generons Cavallier hath formerly deliucrcd 
(in the yeare 1 604 ) from the ſiege of Graue eZaurice, who 
had blocqued vp the ſame. Let therefore Count Henry blame his 
owne infatiable couetouſneſse for diforder, and attribute the ili 
20uerment to himſclfe,wirhout the which wee might at this day 
reioyce in a moſt happy a2d honouradle peace, aſsuredly euen fuct: 
a peace Whichgoed tubjeAtsought to with vnto their Prince for 
the reputation of his Crowne. 

As for the {ommiſion of £3 after of the Field Generall, which 
bes ſaub wa: conferred vren him two yeares a;oe, by bey Fhiphneſſe. in 
the namt of the Kings 3 2irſftyy and which hieisngy reſaiuedts tx. 
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cile and execute for the ſervice of the Countryes, the Prejerudtion af 
rhe Privildees, and the upholding of the RN. Catholiche, Apoftolicatt 
e:4 Rowan Church. You may; thereby ſeo Vato haz a dezrec, 
ad height of impudency the audacioutneise or this Traitor js; 
coine ? How doth hee pay a14{recompence our good and verty. 
cus PrinceſSc with ingratitude £ How doth hee ac cul2 her gf 
Conniuaice ſaying,that bee knowes rat ſhe w(neth thit the aff at; es 
went berter * Andas it were acknow!edgingthe goods deedes,and 
ſupreme honours whici hee 'hath recciued from her extreame 
-go0dneſſeand bouncy, hee hath ſo much boldnefle and audacity 
r9 teke her fora prote trix of his milchiete, and fo doth declare 
himfclfe opealy to bee guilty, as nov hee ts proclaimed. To beg 
guilty of crimenieſe « Maiecitatrs in the brobeſt acgree, an] Capitall 
Encmie of the publike reſt', and therefore conſequently fallen 
away,and deprived of all his Honors, onlices-Dignities, and {a« 
tereit which hee hitherto hath had ihis Maieltics {e.ivice, 
In the yeare-14 84. the Count de Rem.ne didby the like prac- 
\ rice bare Armesagainſithe Arch-Duke « Afaxtmilian his Lord, 
attributing inlike manaer to himſcltc the title of CaptaineGene- 
_ rall of the Prince Phit:p his !onne, hee wrote 1n this fort tothe 
States generallafſembled in the City of Braxet*, his anſwer g& 
- net him was this, That they did not ackaowledge him tor ſuch, 
 dutan 'Enemie of the Prince and of the ſtate. 
As for the Countryes, inthe naine of God let him leaue them 
{2 peace, for thereis no aced ot forging any innouation, wee need 
no bro:les nor Traitor to trouble our tranquility. The fock-wowld 
bee in good cate vnder the clawes of che Woite, it oar- Religion 
had no better Prototor. Oh had but rvhis blacke foule as much 
capacity, and ability as hee. hatin hatred and malicc, wee ſhould
